VENGEANCE IS GOP 

To harm Planned Parenthood, 

Republicans are willing to savage women’s healthcare 


A new bill being pushed by 37 
Republicans in the Minnesota 
Legislature would strangle fund¬ 
ing for preventative women’s 
healthcare — stuff like breast exams, pap 
smears, and the pill. 

Their real goal, of course, is to damage 
Planned Parenthood. And if that means 
makingbasic healthcare a whole lot worse, 
so be it. 

Currently, Planned Parenthood is the 
only clinic to receive direct federal fam¬ 
ily planning funding, known as Title X. 
The clinic uses the money to serve low- 
income and uninsured people at 15 of its 
Minnesota clinics. It also sends money to 
22 rural clinics across the state. 

Some 45,000 patients use these clinics 
supported by Title X. And it composes 
the sole source of medical funding for 
about 23,000 women statewide. By fed¬ 


eral law, none of this money can be used 
for abortions. 

But Republicans want that money sent 
to the Minnesota Department of Health 
instead. Their bill would then ban the 
agency from transferring the money to 
anyone who provides abortions. 

The change is designed to purely damage 
Planned Parenthood. Though the move 
wouldn’t actually prevent a single abortion, 
it would likely prevent 23,000 women 
from receiving medical care. 

‘The funny thing is, the funding they’re 
targeting isn’t ever used for abortion,” says 
Jen Aulwes, Planned Parenthood Min¬ 
nesota’s spokeswoman. “This funding is 
required by law only to be used for STD 
testing, birth control mainly, preventa¬ 
tive health screenings, things like that. 
That’s the irony of this. They’re trying to 
take away funding for abortion providers 


that is actually used for preventative 
healthcare.” 

Moreover, the purpose of Title X is to 
actually reduce abortions by preventing 
unwanted pregnancies. 

Yet targeting Planned Parenthood 
through Title X has become the con¬ 
servative rage across the nation ever 
since a fraudulent video sting against 
the abortion giant last summer. The 
video has long since been discredited, 
but that hasn’t stopped Republicans in 
Minnesota and more than 15 other states 
from pretending it’s legit. 

“What they’re trying to do is make it so 
that people who rely on Title X funding 
for contraceptives and can’t afford them 
otherwise won’t be able to get them at 
Planned Parenthood,” Aulwes says. “They’d 
have to go somewhere else, but there’s no 
way that the community health centers

and other folks out there can absorb the 
patient load that Planned Parenthood 
services with that funding.” 

The idea that non-abortion clinics could 
take in Planned Parenthood’s patients has

The First 48 ’& 
the First Amendment 

Is reality TV the same as journalism? 


R obert Barrere does not look like 
a cop. Thin and bo3dsh, with pre¬ 
mature salt-and-pepper hair and 
black-rimmed glasses, he seems 
likelier to be holding court in a public 
radio studio. 

This unintimidating visage is why it’s 
so interesting to watch the soft-spoken 
Barrere confront Thayon Samson, a barber, 
exotic dancer, and suspected murderer. 

In a scene from The First 48, Barrere, 
a detective with the New Orleans police, 
calmly explains that he knows Samson 
tried to destroy evidence by setting fire to 
a car with a woman’s corpse in the trunk. 

The fire didn’t catch. DNA from gym 
shorts in the backseat matched Samson’s. 
He was arrested for murder. 

The First 48 makes for good television. 
But is it journalism? 

That’s the question judges in Minne¬ 
apolis will have to answer. At least a dozen 
felony cases with upcoming court dates 
were the subjects of the A&E show, which 
tagged along with Minneapolis police as 
they investigated their most serious cases. 
Now lawyers on both sides want access 
to all the video shot. 

But police can’t grant their request, 
according to Minneapolis City Attorney 
Susan Segal. They don’t have the footage. 
First 48 does. 

The prosecutions at stake are as big as 
they get. In one, the victim of a robbery 
took revenge, knocking his assailant flat 
with one punch. In response, say police, 
the thief’s friend, Brandon Broszko, pulled 


a gun from his pants and sprayed a crowd 
with bullets, killing the puncher. 

In another, suspected gangbanger Anto¬ 
nio Jenkins — street name: Popeye — is 
accused of rolling up on a rival gang and 
shooting two dead. 

Defense lawyers want access to the 
video to scour it for shoddy police work. 
Hennepin County prosecutor Mike Free¬ 
man feels obliged to supply it. By law, he 
must provide defense lawyers with “all 
potentially exculpable evidence” that could 
help their clients. 

Freeman’s also trying to preempt the 
possibility of a costly retrial. If a suspect 
is convicted before the show airs, and 
that episode reveals new information that 
invalidates the initial case, he’d have to 
do the whole thing over again. 

“To do something, and then have it 
overturned on appeal, doesn’t make much 
sense,” Freeman says. “It wastes our time 
and energy.” 

Or worse. In Miami, where the show 
Aimed hundreds of cases over 13 years, a 
judge dropped key evidence in a domestic 
violence murder trial after a detective 
admitted he’d felt compelled to “play act” 
for the show. 

Another case saw a man wrongfully 
arrested and imprisoned for 20 months. 
He sued, claiming the presence of TV 
cameras pressured cops into making a 
bust. A jury awarded him $850,000. 

Freeman is confldent Minneapolis police 
wouldn’t step astray just to become TV 
stars. But he can’t be sure unless he sees 


the tapes. 

First 48 says no. It cites Minnesota’s 
“shield law,” which protects journalists 
from releasing an)Thing they uncovered 
during the course of reporting. And that 
will leave judges to decide if reality TV 
is the same as journalism. 

The argument lands in a “gray area,” 
according to Steve Aggergaard, a First 
Amendment lawyer and former reporter. 
On one hand, shows like this have, for 
better or worse, come to take the place of 
the nightly news, whose dwindling view- 
ership is largely left to the aged and gray. 

“The three major [television] networks 
are functionally dead,” Aggergaard says. 
“Increasingly, shows like First 48 are how 
people are getting information on what 
police are up to.” 

But whether this show is an independent 
news-gatherer, a key point in shield law 
cases, is up for debate. The city’s contract 
with The First 48 says it must submit epi¬ 
sodes to police for advanced screening, 
accepting feedback before it airs. Few 
serious journalism outfits would make 
such a deal. 

The show is also motivated to put cops 
in their best light. If it didn’t, departments 
would be reluctant to allow Aiming again. 

Minneapolis police extended their con¬ 
tract for another year, then backed out 
when the controversy bubbled. If Chief 
Janee Harteau regrets her decision, she’s 
not saying. 

She can’t. Another term of the contract 
bars her from discussing the show without

the producers’ consent. 

The TV show, owned by Britain’s ITV 
network, is also keeping mum. Its attorney, 
local First Amendment ace John Borger, 
says the show will do its talking in court. 

It’s sensible, even admirable, for the 
notoriously secretive Minneapolis Police 
Department to pull back the curtain on 
how they work, especially today, when 
cops are so easily vilified. The show puts 
a sympathetic and human face on people 
we so readily lump together as “the cops.” 

The department rarely grants the same 
access to Twin Cities reporters. 

In the meantime, these 12 cases look 
like a new test of Minnesota’s shield law, 
generally considered one of the strongest, 
most press-friendly in the country. The 
judges’ decisions will set a precedent on 
whether the reality shows that have come 
to dominate our airwaves are news or not. 

The big questions at play are not lost 
on Mike Freeman. 

“Interesting case, isn’t it?” he says. 

It is. It’s dramatic. It’s important. It’s 
complex. And it’s hard to imagine how 
this plot ends.

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Tile Twin Cities caffeine vendors 
quietly fueling our lives

Y our neighborhood coffee shop: the place 

where a cappuccino and the gentle hum of 
background noise provide a moment of bliss¬ 
ful escape, the serenity that some people 
find in organized religion or long hikes. It might be 
your first stop on Wednesday mornings, when a triple 
espresso supplies the three ounces of motivation nec¬ 
essary to endure another round of pointless meetings. 
Maybe it’s where you meet up with that cute guy from 
the gym to flirt over soy lattes and split a blueberry 
muffin. Coffee shops are urban oases, refuges from the 
hectic demands of your crazy boss and your never-end¬ 
ing to-do list. A double mocha won’t fix your problems, 
but at least they’ll seem a little smaller with each sip. 

You probably already have a favorite coffee shop, the 
spot where you stumble in bleary eyed and the barista 
starts fixing your usual before you have time to order 
it. But once in a while, it’s nice to break out of the daily 
grind. Need inspiration? Venture to one of these Twin 
Cities hidden gems the next time you’re in need of sol¬ 
ace and caffeine: 


CANTEEN 3255

Canteen is a Zen garden of a coffee shop, soothing and 
minimalist. The atmosphere is hushed, the rustle of 
newspaper pages and the restrained clacking of a dozen 
laptop keyboards punctuated by an occasional whir 
from the espresso machine. This is a spot to meditatively 
admire the foam art on your latte; a rowdy recap of last 
night’s festivities will earn you passive-aggressive glares. 

Fittingly, drinks are a study in elegant simplicity, rely¬ 
ing on Dogwood espresso and craftsmanship instead of 
dozens of garishly flavored S 5 n:*ups and gobs of whipped 
cream. The curated menu focuses on the details: the 
vanilla S 5 n:*up and caramel that grace the lattes are 
house-made, and the miel — an espresso drink flavored 
with honey and cinnamon — is served with a diminutive 
chocolate cookie. 

Whatever your stance on artisanal toast, you have to 
admit that Canteen has nailed it: hefty slices of toasted 
Rustica bread are spread with toppings like local butter 
or house-made vanilla cashew butter. The best deal is 
the weekend self-serve toast happy hour, when you can 
layer on the nut butters, jams, honey, and Feta to your 
heart’s content.

Situated on a quiet corner in Longfel¬ 
low, Fireroast Cafe is a warm, sunny 
space with comfortable booths and 
fabulous scones. Granted, many coffee 
shops have scones, but they dream of 
becoming the ones at Fireroast Cafe 
when they grow up. Crumbly and stud¬ 
ded with oats, they’re baked daily in 
wholesome-tasting flavors like maple 
pecan and rosemary apricot. A rotating 
selection of house-made muffins, cook¬ 
ies, and coconut macaroons rounds out 
the bakery case. The lunch menu has 
a south-of-the-border twist, with bur- 
ritos and quesadillas — try the mush¬ 
room manchego quesadilla, served 
with a delicious house-made heirloom 
tomato salsa. 

Of course, there’s also coffee: fair¬ 
trade, organic, and sourced from local 
UP Roasters. Options include standard 
drip, pourover, and expertly crafted 
espresso drinks. Although not the cafe’s 
primary focus, there’s a nice selection 
of loose-leaf teas, and the barista will 
loan you a little hourglass timer so that 
you can steep the perfect cup. The hot 
chocolate shows the same thoughtful 
touch, made with Ghirardelli chocolate 
and garnished with enough marsh¬ 
mallows and sprinkles to delight your 
inner child.

Precision Grind is the place for days 
when you don’t want to change out of 
your yoga pants to meet your friends for 
coffee. It’s a chill space in Seward with 
Chipotle-style industrial decor, Christ¬ 


mas lights and Chinese lanterns strung 
across the front window, and a diverse 
clientele ranging from creatives tot¬ 
ing sketchbooks to business t 5 q)es with 
laptops. Seating is ample, with plenty of 
room to find a quiet table if you need to 
get some work done. 

There are three daily coffees — dark, 
light, and decaf — and the standard 
lineup of espresso drinks. The Mexican 
mocha, flavored with allspice and cay¬ 
enne, is a spicy pick-me-up. The cold 
press packs a smooth caffeine punch, 
and in the summer, there’s a refreshing 
vanilla version. In addition to scones 
and muffins, the bakery case features 
something that all too many coffee 
shops neglect: fresh doughnuts. Sourced 
from St. Paul’s SugaRush, the assort¬ 
ment includes classic apple fritters, bis- 
marks, glazed old-fashioneds, and cake 
doughnuts with plenty of sprinkles. 

The doughnuts aren’t fancy, but they’re 
straight-up satisfying — exactly like the 
surroundings.

Having a child in tow shouldn’t keep 
you from a good cup of coffee, so 
wheel that stroller over to Sovereign 
Grounds. While the little one runs 
amok in the toy-filled playroom, sip a 
much-deserved cup of the signature 
Turkish Roast. The smooth, robust 
blend is roasted in-house, as are the 
shop’s dozen other coffee roasts and 
blends. For tea drinkers, the soothing 
red tea latte is a unique option, with a 
subtly earthy flavor. 

Lunch options have a Mediterra¬ 
nean bent, from spinach and gyro pies 
to an orzo pasta salad, as well as an 
assortment of American-style soups 
and sandwiches. A homey array of 
baked goods takes up the rest of the 
deli case: thick slices of pineapple 
coconut bread, lemon poppy seed 
muffins, wedges of apple cake, and 


seven layer bars. The lightly sweet¬ 
ened banana bread, served in cake-like 
squares and topped with chocolate 
chips, makes for a perfect afternoon 
snack. 

One caveat: Unless shrieking 
children and a hide-and-seek game 
underneath your table increase your 
productivity, leave the laptop at home. 
But if you don’t mind some noise and 
the occasional toddler, the shabby-chic 
atmosphere in the shop’s main room 
makes for a pleasant adult hangout.

Its 
coffee beans are locally roasted, teas 
are loose-leaf, and cookies are made 
from scratch with the jewel-toned 
KitchenAid mixers behind the counter. 
Located in the International Centre, 
the tiny shop has a few high-top tables 
but mostly caters to the grab-and-go 
business crowd. 

The cayenne-spiked spicy mocha is 
the perfect antidote for drowsy morn¬ 
ings. You could also opt for the German 
chocolate mocha’s rich blend of choco¬ 
late and coconut if you have a sweet 
tooth. Note that the shop is cash-only, 
but the reasonable prices won’t lighten 
your wallet too much — especially if 
you visit between 2:30 and 3, when cof¬ 
fee and espresso are half off.

Cahoots Coffee Bar is a sprawling 
Middle Eastern-style coffee house 
that feels like a cozy bazaar, with rugs 
hanging from the walls and a jumble 
of silk scarves, soaps, and pottery 
for sale. The mismatched chairs give 
the shop a comfortable, lived-in feel, 
and owner Saed and his friendly staff 
make you feel like you’re at home — 
only with better coffee. There’s never 
any rush to move along, thanks to a 
tucked-away patio and an expansive 
back room that provide plenty of 
space to settle in. 

One of the shop’s many specialties is 
Turkish coffee, seasoned with a house 
blend of spices. It’s strong but smooth, 
meant to be savored rather than 
gulped. There’s also a lovely mocha 
made with lavender-infused white 
chocolate, lavender lemonade during 
the warmer months, and an extensive 
selection of loose-leaf teas. But the 
signature beverage is the award-win¬ 
ning Moroccan mocha, flavored with 
a heavy dose of cardamom and cin¬ 
namon and a subtle hint of chocolate. 
Pair it with a plate of baba ganoush or 
hummus, and your coffee break will 


seem thousands of miles away from a 
storefront on Selby.

St. Paul’s “40-plus”-only bar: 

Bad business.^ Illegal.^ Or brilliant.^

W hen it comes to the 
bar scene, there are 
few perks to being 
over 40. Nightlife 
seems all but created for the youth¬ 
ful, the nubile, the fresh of liver. 

That is, unless, you head over 
to Louie’s Bar on Payne Avenue. 

There you’re not allowed to drink 
at all unless you’re 40 or older. 

Sort of 

Bill Lindeke, creator of Twin 
City Sidewalks Tours, was doing 
research with a friend for a tour 
of bars on St. Paul’s East Side, when he 
stopped at Louie’s Bar. 

Right as they began to take off their coats, 
they were approached by a bartender who 
told them: ‘'Before you get too comfortable, 
you know we’re a 40-plus bar. We were 
30-plus, but now we’re 40-plus.” 

Lindeke was a bit stunned. He inquired 
as to whether such a policy is legal. The 
bartender replied, “This is private property, 
we can do what we want.” 

So Lindeke, 36, and his buddy kept their 
coats on, saw themselves out, and took pho¬ 
tos of the policy, clearly posted in the bar’s 
front window. He says he’ll just have to wait 
four years to go back to the bar. 

Tony Carlson, general manager of Louie’s, 
has been managingbars for 22 years, three 
on Payne Avenue, including the notorious, 
long-gone strip club, the Pa 5 me Reliever. 

She’s been working at Louie’s for about 
a year, and according to her, last summer 
was nothing but trouble at the bar. 

‘We had over350 phone calls to the police 
— fights, drug-related calls. Yes, people get 
drunk and do stupid things, but this was 
above and beyond that.” She adds that the 
owners pay steep fines to the city and have 
to appeal at city council meetings in order 
to make penance for all the trouble sur¬ 
rounding the bar. 

Regulars were no longer coming in to 
drink, and Carlson was searching for a 
way to halt the crime and bring regulars 
back. She made the decision in October 
to institute a 30-and-over policy. And for 
a time, things were calm again. But then 
this month, “The shit hit the fan again.” 

‘We couldn’t control the crowd. We had 
people sitting around and not purchasing 
anything. A lot of homeless people, and a 
lot of drug dealers. The outside of the bar 
was intimidating with people hanging out.”

they took away 
hardcore rap and took away the karaoke. 
But still the trouble remained. So they insti¬ 
tuted a 40-and-over policy. And since then, 
she says, things have been calm again. 

‘We have new customers. People don’t 
feel like they have to sit with their purses in 
their laps. People feel comfortable again.” 

But there’s a loophole to the nobody- 
under-40-rule. Regular customers who the 
staff knows well have been issued “VIP” 
cards, and are welcome to use the bar 
regardless of their age (over 21, of course). 

Carlson says she recently issued VIP cards 
to a group of patrons in their 30s, and all of 
the bartenders have been told that they can 
issue VIP cards at their discretion as well. 

Asked whether she thought the service 
policy at Louie’s was a legal gray area, she 
says no. 

And, according to at least one law firm 
we spoke to, Minneapolis-based Nichols 
Raster, she maybe correct. “The business 
discrimination law doesn’t include age,” 
says attorney David Schlesinger. However, 
he added, “Discrimination tends to lead 
to problematic circumstances.” If the bar 
begins discriminating based on gender or 
nation of origin, for instance, they may find 
themselves in some legal hot water. 

At least for now, Carlson feels like the 
bar has found a sweet spot. “Not everybody 
from the East Side is a drug dealer or a thug. 
There are a lot of good, family-oriented 
people who need a comfortable place to go.” 

For his part, Lindeke says he doesn’t have 
any hard feelings toward Louie’s. 

“I hope Louie’s can stay open in a neigh¬ 
borhood where a lot of different people 
can cross paths.” BS

Teenage and young-adult sexuality 
are taboo topics for polite Minneso¬ 
tans, but Peggy Orenstein tackles 
them head-on with her new book, 
Girls & Sex: Navigating the Compli¬ 
cated New Landscape, which she will 
discuss at Magers & Quinn on Sun¬ 
day evening. The Minneapolis-born 
author of New York Times bestseller 
Cinderella Ate My Daughter inter¬ 
viewed nearly 100 subjects between 
the ages of 15 and 20 years old while 
researching “hook-up culture” in 
the U.S. and its impact on youth.

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HEARTS OF DARKNESS 

Embrace of the Serpent blurs the line between reality and reverie

W hite dudes in boats are 
rarely a promising sight for 
natives who inhabit the land. 
Embrace of the Serpent takes 
this truism to its surreal extreme. Giro 
Guerra’s based-on-true-events period 
piece follows two different treks down 
the Amazon in the early- and mid-20th 
century, both ostensibly in the name of sci¬ 
ence. Their true aims are in line with most 
such visits throughout history, whether 
recent or ancient: to exploit a rare natural 
resource for their own purposes. 

In the first expedition, a deathly ill 
explorer named Theodor Koch-Griinberg 
claims knowledge of a tribe that’s thought 
to be extinct; the second concerns biolo¬ 
gist Richard Evans Schultes’ search for 
a plant Koch-Griinberg wrote about 30 
years earlier. Both men are guided along by 
Karamakate, a ruminative shaman whose 
suspicion of Schultes is more than war¬ 


ranted by his experience with the earlier 
visitor — as well as the fact that he believes 
himself to be the last remaining member 
of the tribe in question. 

Guerra jumps back and forth between 
the two timelines, each informing our 
understanding of the other and shifting 
our loyalties to and fro. Subtle and not- 
so-subtle changes in the flora and fauna 
mark the passage of time and the pillaging 
of natural resources. What’s known but 
not openly admitted is that neither man’s 
search for yakruna, a mystical plant said 
to contain curative properties, is being 
carried out with the noblest of intentions. 

When asked about yakruna by Schul¬ 
tes, Karamakate balks — he knows that 
it brings out the worst in natives and 
outsiders alike. This is Embrace of the 
Serpent’s one plant to rule them all, a 
supposed panacea that many seek but 
few understand. This land has already 
been torn apart by civil war and avari¬ 
cious rubber barons; why would Kara¬ 


makate help bring about its end? Now 
in the twilight of his life, he asks little 
more than to live out the rest of his days 
without seeing his home further eroded. 

Meanwhile, Koch-Griinberg’s ill¬ 
ness is kept at bay by another plant, this 
one administered in a most visual way: 
through a straw inserted into the nose of 
the afflicted. When the would-be doctor 
blows on the other end, a quick puff of 
medicinal dust explodes into the air and 
jolts the patient into temporary lucidity. 
Karamakate’s treatment comes with con¬ 
ditions: no meat or fish before the rains 
begin; no cutting any tree from its root; 
no intercourse until the moon changes 
phases. These terms are non-negotiable, 
which isn’t to say they’re honored. 

But it is the yakruna that brings about 
Embrace of the Serpent’s most visually 
arresting sequence, a hallucinatory vision 
at Aim’s end that I couldn’t spoil if I tried. 
Guerra’s film is a trip unto itself, beautiful 
even when it’s harsh — which is often.

Cutaways to the stillness of the river, water 
snakes gliding through its quiet waves, 
and jaguars silently hunting in the brush 
are all moody scene-setters, as well as 
reminders that there’s always violence 
just beneath the placid surface. Guerra 
and cinematographer David Gallego cap¬ 
ture the primal and cosmic visuals alike 
in stark black-and-white photography, 
lending an almost timeless quality to the 
increasingly dreamlike journeys. 

When all this is over, you might not 
be able to put what you’ve just seen into 
words or even say definitively where 
physical reality ends and drug-induced 
reverie begins. But you’ll feel like you’ve 
just seen something true, like a dust that 
settles on the ground and changes every¬ 
thing it touches. 03

New Epic Theater presents two works that 
complement each other in unexpected ways

I of Shakespeare’s Coriolanus 

A and Larry Kramer’s The 

Normal Heart, ‘‘hut I kept thinking about 
them, and realized that I liked them for 
the same reasons. They were talking about 
some of the same things.” 

Stodola is directing simultaneous pro¬ 
ductions of the two works, presented in 
repertory by his company New Epic Theater. 
Now through April 16 the plays are being 
staged on alternating evenings at the Lab 
Theater, and they’re sharing the same cast. 

‘Tet’s just say we’re filled to capacity,” 
says actor Adam Qualls. ‘Tou look at one 
play and think, ‘Oh, it’s not that many lines.’ 
But when you’re doing both, you’re like, 
‘Oh, shit — that’s a lot of lines.’” 

Staging both pieces at once is an epic 
undertaking — in keeping with the name 
and the mission of New Epic Theater, which 
officially launched last year. “It feels like 
we’re adding to the local theater ecology, not 
just beating the same drum,” says Stodola. 
“We’re definitely interested in a kind of 
work that is really politically engaged, that 
isn’t afraid to say what it thinks.” 

Hence the election-year timing of this 
double feature. The Bard’s tragedy centers 
on a Roman general whose skills are better 
suited to backroom political battles than to 
winning hearts; Kramer’s autobiographical

play depicts a1980s activist whose abrasive 
personality complicates his efforts to raise 
awareness of the AIDS epidemic. 

Actor Michael Wieser, who plays the 
activist Ned and Coriolanus’ foil Aufidius, 
hears resonance with the animalistic lan¬ 
guage of this year’s presidential campaigns, 
as well as with the fact that the race has 
been upended by populist candidates. In 
both Coriolanus and The Normal Heart, 
“you have a rising up of people who want 
a voice, who are seeking representation,” 
observes Wieser. 

“[Both plays] have super-unlikable pro¬ 
tagonists who are deeply fiawed human 
beings,” notes Stodola. “That allows us to 
diginto deeper themes, without proclaiming 
characters heroes and villains.” 

The first three New Epic productions, 
all presented last year, included Tennessee 
Williams’ unproduced screenplay One Arm, 
about a boxer who turns to hustling after 
losing an arm in an accident; an edgy take 
on Oscar Wilde’s The Picture of Dorian Gray; 
and aversion of John Patrick Shanle/sDouZ?! 
that incorporated interpretive movement. 

“I’m tired of theater that pats you on the 
head and sends you away,” says Stodola. 
“It’s a nice escape — and there’s a place for 
that—but it’s not what I’m interested in.” 03

ittenForever concerts are exercises 
in controlled chaos.

After toiling away in rock clubs, stuffed 
basements, garages, and a handful of back¬ 
yards for the better part of a decade, the 
incendiary and guitar-less Minneapolis art- 
punk trio has achieved cult-hero status in 
the punk community. They’re flxtures, DIY 
vanguards — rebel girls with or without a 
cause, depending on the song. 

“I think we’ve really grown up alongside 
our audience and our peers and I’ve always 
felt endlessly supported,” Harrigan says. ‘We 
try to engage with our fans as if they’re our 
friends because they usually are.” 

The communal vibe Kitten Forever 
cultivated is just one of a plethora of 
traits that make them so endearing, but 
it is certainly a deflning one. The band’s 
devoted following can expect a matured, 
darker, and more ambitious sound on Kit¬ 
ten Forever’s new album, 7Hearts, which 
will be celebrated Saturday at Triple Rock, 
but more on that later. 

In many ways. Kitten Forever’s fanbase is 
a unique extension of the group itself, and 
it’s one that isn’t limited to living rooms 
in Uptown or dive bars in Northeast. The 
group has established a modest following 
outside of the Twin Cities via tours that are 
dotted with seemingly random stops, includ¬ 
ing Redding, California’s Booty Ballroom 
and Minot, North Dakota’s Duff Mountain. 

“Booking tours is actually really fun 
for us because we have this road map of 
friends we get to visit,” Harrigan explains. 
“We regularly go to this place in Redding, 
California, because we met this girl on our 
first West Coast tour who was like, T want 
you to come play in my backyard,’ and now 
we go back there every year.” 


The band’s following transcends their 
underground social circle. In 2014, PBS 
released a mini-documentary on the group. 
Entertainment Weekly just teased their 
new LP, and last year they embarked on a 
nationwide tour with Minneapolis grunge- 
punk icons Babes in Toyland, whom they 
opened for at First Avenue in January. Babes 
in Toyland had been distant admirers of 
Kitten Forever for years, ever since Babes 
drummer Lori Barbero heard a Kitten For¬ 
ever song on the University of Minnesota’s

radio station Radio K. Barbero was visit¬ 
ing from her home in Austin, Texas, at the 
time and immediately picked up one of the 
band’s 7-inches. 

“I love everything about them. No breaks 
between songs, no stopping, they’re just so 
fun,” Barbero says. “I also love that they’re 


great friends. I sometimes think that’s more 
important than having similar musical 
styles, because your musical sensibilities 
can change quickly over time.” 

Babes frontwoman Kat Bjelland fondly 
recalls Barbero introducing her to the band. 

“The first time I saw them they freaked 
me the fuck out because they were so good, 
so beautiful. And then I would always watch 
their sets on tour because it would get me 
revved up and shaking my ass,” Bjelland 
laughs. “One time I tried to help them carry 
their equipment but they wouldn’t let me. 
They’re just that DIY.” 

It was, of course, a dream realized to hit 
the road with Babes, but Kitten Forever 
stress how far removed the tour was from 
their standard zero-frills approach. 

“It was aunique experience touringwith 
an actual road crew and showing up for 
sound check,” Elton explains. “And then 
we came back and everyone was like. Was 
it great? Was it a dream come true?’ And 
I was just, like, Yup — I don’t know what 
else to tell you.’” 

As lazy as the comparison may seem, 
there’s no den 5 dng Babes in Toyland’s influ¬ 
ence on the Kitten Forever aesthetic and 
approach. What’s just as striking is Kitten 
Forever’s influence on Twin Cities music. 
They sit at the center of a community that 
has, since their rise, witnessed an influx of 
fellow female-led local rock groups like the 
Bombshells and 2015 Picked To Click runner- 
up Bruise Violet, to name just a couple. 

For all their stagecraft and swagger. Kit¬ 
ten Forever are in something of a transition 
period. If their last release, 2013’s Pressure, 
was a convivial party-punk album, 7Hearts 
is the inevitable hangover. Kitten Forever 
are a maelstrom of anthemic angst, and on 
7 Hearts they harness all that raw energy 
into something much more realized and 
mature than on previous releases. There’s 
a sarcastically dark underpinning to the 
songwriting, too. 

From the furiously catty “Nightmare” 
to the psychological romp that is “Brain¬ 
storm,” the album is fraught with all kinds 
of personal turmoil and knee-jerk nihilism. 
On “Temple” the group sings, “Trust no 
one / Eat your tears / Swallow your pride 
/ Kill your fear,” which actually makes for

IGGY POP

At 68, Godfather of Punk Iggy Pop is still sinewy in body, mind, spirit, and especially 
music, having just launched a new album. Post Pop Depression, and tour. The album, 
which Iggy avers will be his last, was recorded on the sly, a collaboration with Josh 
Homme of Queens of the Stone Age. On it, the erstwhile James Osterberg essentially 
takes stock of his current state of Igg 5 mess — not revisiting the Stooges’ primal punk, 
but rather his post-Stooges Berlin residency with David Bowie. In fact, all the songs 
on the current tour reportedly are drawn from that era and the new disc, where Iggy’s 
feral croon often suggests he’s channeling Bowie. Depression skirts that slippery slope, 
but it is generally ruminative and doused with melancholy. And it’s not without one 
last fuck-off rant as the band rages on “Paraguay,” the finale of the album and maybe of 
Iggy’s unparalleled career.

SFJazz Collective is an all-star ensemble 
assembled annually to immerse itself in 
the music of a modern master, creating 
new, innovative arrangements.

F rancisco—last week as a part of their

What do you do when you can’t make your 
partner come? 

Me? I hand him back his dick and go get 
myself some ice cream—but you shouldn’t 
do what I do when you can’t make your 
partner come.

I’m not at all concerned about 
the potential destruction/implosion of the 
GOP — those fuckers have it coming—but 
with the likelihood of political violence. I’m 
concerned that black and brown people — 
Mexicans, Muslims, African Americans — 
will be subjected to more political/social/ 
economic violence than they already are. 
People will die as a direct result of Trump 
getting the GOP nomination. This is a ter¬ 
rifying moment.
